Chloroforming Animals. 


In all operations, lasting any length of 
lime, humanity demands the use of an 
anzesthetic, not only in the case of the 
horse, but in all our domestic animals. 
Besides, many delicate operations can be 
casily and secure:y performed when per- 
fect quiet is deinanded of the patient, ae 
‘or instance, in operations upon the 
eye, within the mouth, gullet, windpipe, 
or other parts of the bead, as well as the 
body and limbs. The safe administra- 
tion of chloroform to the lower animals 
lies in allowing an equal proportion of 
atmospheric air withthe vapor of the 
anzsthetic. If this is denied in the pro- 
cess, death ensues either from paralysis 
of the heart, coma, or apoplexy, or clos- 
ure of the glcttis by muscular, spasm. 
Anesthetics should not be used in cases 
where disease of the heart and brain is 
known to exist, orto animals affected 
with degeneration of the lungs. As most 
animals become completely wild, when 
she effects of the inhalation commences to 
act upon tlie brain, it will become neces- 
sary, especially in the case of the horse 
or the ox, to first have them secured, 
and preferably in awcumbent position, 
so that they can nw’, get loose. A con- 
venient and inexpensive mode of ad- 
ministering chloroform to the horse or 
other animals consistsin holding a sponge 
saturated with the fiuid to one of the 
nostrils. Care should be taken to guard 
the skin of the nose and lips from its 
irritating properties, by snsearing these 
parts with oil or glycerine. At the com- 
mencement, the sponge should be held 
atasmall distance from the nose. As 
the animal gets more and more under 
the influence, it shonld be approached 
to the nose, but it is imperatively neces- 
sary that there should be a free admis 
sion of atmospheric air. In order to con- 
fine the vapors, a light cloth should be 
thrown loosely over the hands of the 
operator at the beginning. From two to 
four ounces of chloroform are generally 
sufficient, unless the operation to be per- 
formed is of a protracted nature. The 
size of sponge to be used for the larger 
wimals should not be smaller than two 
closed fists. It shoulu be soft and slightly 
moist from being squeezed with clean 
cold water, and it will be sufficient to 

ur about two ounces of chloroform on 
tto begin with. So soon as the animal 
allows a finger to be placed upon the eb 
lids, the operation isto be proceeded 
with as dexterously as possible, during 
which an assistant should hold the 
sponge, and only apply it from time to 
time, to keep upthe required insensi- 
bility. Really, the administration of 
ine anzesthetic should form the whole 
duty of one person, who must also care- 
fully watch the respiration. If the 
breathing becomes feeble, and _particu- 
larly the inspirations loud, or there are 
premonitory signs of suffocation, etc., 
the sponge must be quickly withdrawn.

Fish Raising. 


There is some difficuity in stocking a 
étagnant pond with good kinds of fish. 
One cannot have the choicest fish with- 
eut the very best conditions for their 
ealture. Trout require cool spring water, 
and it should be a flowing stream unless 
there are abundant springs at the bottom 
of the pond, springing from the gravel 
beds. Black bass-isthe next best fish to

It was my fortune, some time since, to 
take a trip in one of the splendid float~ 
ing palaces which wind their wa daily 
up and down the Ohio river, and carry 
their living and commercial freight so 
safely and speedily, in comfort and pleas- 
ure, to their destination.

Position of the Body in Sleeping. 

Position affects sleep. A constrained 
or uacomfortable posture will often pre- 
vent repose. Lying flat on one’s back 
with the limbs rélaxed would seem tc 
secure the greateat amount of rest to the 
muscular system. This is the position 
assumed in the most exhausting diseas 
es, and it is _ omnagegy hailed as a token 
of revival when a patient pinnae 
turns on his side; but there are sey 
lisadvantages in the supine posture 
which impair or embarrass sleep.

A COAL MINE HORROR. 


Terrible Exphsian cf Fire Damp 
in a Coloraco Mine. 


Fifty-seven Mincr; Entombed Alive— 
Scenes of Agony. 


The explosion 0° fire-dam> in a coal mins 
at Cre,ted Butte, Col., was of the most | 
terrible di a ters of thas cha a:ter that ever | 
took p'ac}in this couutry. At th» time of 
th«p-xplosion sixty men were in the mine, 
and only four of then :vcc eded in making 
their escape, one of these four with serious 
injuries. The other fifty-sovea unfortunate 
miners, who were nearly all of foreiyn birth, 


were literally bur.ed al.ve, the mouth of the 
m've having caved in, and Leimg covered 
with debris. The shock was so great to the
